Poor Iiittle Greece. Has Met With a 
Heavy Defeat at 
liiirissa. 



Hope Is Not Given Up— Battle Will 
Be Waged at Phar- 
Balos. 



Headquarters oi* the Greek Army, 
Larissa, April 23.— (Delayed in trans- 
mission.)— The development of the Greek 
position in front of TyronovoB continues. 
Colonel Audenonitz, with a brigade of 
the Bccond division, arrived from the 
West yesterday evening and took up 
a position south of Doliler, with 
tho right wi.ig, which is now 
S,000 strong and eommanded by General 
Mavreniehalis. Tho left winy is under 
command of General Mastropas, and is 
composed of 5,000 infantry and six bat- 
teries of artillery, 36 guns. iLuircupies 
a position from tho Mati ro:ul to P/iier. 
On the extreme right is the eavah v bri- 
gade, composed of live squadrons. The 
plan of the Greek commander is evi- 
dently not to press attacks until reii. 
force men t8 arrive from Athens. The 
Turks have not lees than 9,000 inlantry, 
three Equadrons of cavalry and 'J.2 guns. 

During Thursday night a battalion of 
Kvsunes was entrenched on a bill in the 
centre of the Greek position, and the 
whole of the Greek lino had advanced. 
'Hie foreign legation was held in reserve, 
from dawn until 10 o'clock a fierce artil- 
lery battle raged, and then a battalion of 
Greek infantry and a mounted battery 
opened lire from the left of Mati on 
the Turkish line, along the ridge 
above Mati and the mouth of 
the pass. The Turks retired under a 
[falling tire and ?or a time the Turkish 
artillery poured in shells, but they were 
hWi'mless, bursting too high. At mid- 
day iiring ceased until one o'clock, when 
the Turks made a furious assault upon 
the Greeks with three battalions 
of infantry, supported by two 
batteries of artillery. pushing 
forward from Critizovali towards 
Kutavi, which was held by Mavromi- 
chaol's infantry and the mountain batter- 
ies. The latter pour a hot fire on the 
advancing Turks, while both attacking 
and defending infantry engaged in rapid 
lire. Then the Turks again tried shells, 
but without avail. Reinforcements soon 
came to the aid of the Greeks and the 
engagement was continued until night- 
fall, the ti recks stubbornly contesting the 
Turkish advance, tho.igh the Turks 
BUCceeded in gaining two kilometres dur- 
ing tho eourso of the day. Although 
four desperate attacks were made upon 
the Greek left by the Turkish batteries, 
the Greeks cannon thundered fast and 
furious, while the Greek infantry ex- 
tended on the mountain side poured ra- 
pid volleys into the Turkish lines, re- 
pelled each advance, and at nightfall the 
Greek left had gained ground. 

Athens, April 215. — Advices from the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
with the Turks at, Lariesa say a quan- 
tity of military stores abandoned by the 
Greeks at Tyrnavos and other places 
proves they did not retreat, but lied pre- 
cipitately. The Greek government has 
demanded of the directors of Thessian 
railroads that they continue the service 
of the Volo- Larissa railroad. If the 
directors refuse, the government 
will occupy the line with troops. 
Three steamers have been sent from 
hero to Volo to bring away women and 
children who sought refuge there. In 
official circles here it is not believed 
Volo is in danger at present, and the 
Greek fleet is relied upon to protect the 
port in case of necessity. 

Notk. — This apparently shows that 
the Turks have forced tho Greeks to 
evacuate their quarters at Larissa, and 
that the Turks have not taken the 
offensive in invading Greece, and that 
Edhem Pasha baa been able to redeem 
his promise that he would be in Larissa 
by Sunday. 

London, April 20. — A dispatch from 
the headquarters of the Turkish army 
near Tyrnovos, Thessaly, published to- 
day, says: "I have just received from 
Edhem Pasha confirmation of the disor- 
derly retreat of the Greeks. Seated 
in a captured Greek tent he 
said: 'It is finished, no one, 
however, understands why the 
Greeks abandoned a position 
strong and well fortified." Edhem 
Pasha believes the Turks would 
speedily have crushed the Greeks, but it 
is Bald the Greek commander was warn- 
ed of the arrival of the Turks by a priest 
belonging to a Greek village, who beard 
Albanian soldiers singing. The Greeks 
fled southward, destroying bridges, and 
leaving vast quantities of stores of bar- 
ley, maize and, above all, brandy. A 
Turkish officer jokingly remarked to me: 
" Greek officers must live on brandy." 

London, April 20, — TheGieek govern- 
ment lias decided according to a dis- 
patch from Athens, chat if the GreekB 
are defeatetl at Pharasolos the army is to 
retire. 

Special dispatches from Salonica says 
Edhem Pasha, Turkish commander 
in Theeealv, will probably attack tho 
port of Volo, which is crowded with 



dispatch from Larissa dated Thursday, 
saying General Maoris, virtual com- 
mander-in-chief of tho Greek forces, lias 
resigned and been succeeded by General 
Mavromichaelis. 

Later— The corresponeent of the Times 
at Larrisa, teleeraphing from that point 
on Sunday evening, says: " The town 
was occupied by the Turkish cavalry at 
six this morning after a Bhort skirmish. 
The Greek troops fled in panic and most 
of the civilians abandoned their resi- 
dences. The Turks captured six large {runs 
in the fort and a mountain battery with 
several prisoners, among whom were of- 
licers and all the military stores. Edhem 
Pasha prohibited any pillaging, and 
there has been neither massacres nor out- 
rages, though some of the Greeks burned 
th eir houses. The dead are not numerous. 
The. Turks maintained excellent dis- 
cipline. The Greek army fled to the 
mountain sides. Many of the inhabit- 
ants are already returning. At this 
moment the Ottoman trjops are enter- 
ing the town in triumph, trumpets play- 
ing and banners waving. Mub- 
tapha Matik Ley has been con- 
stituted commandant of the town. 
He baa taken possession of the 
bank with the money it contains. The 
town will be held by a small garrison. 
Military operations in this quarter are 
for the time concluded. 

The cautious policy of Edhem Pasha 
is fully juttilied, and deserves every con- 
gratulation as a skilful and humane gen- 
eral. 

Athens, April 25.— Midnight.— The 
spirits of the Athenians are rallying 
from the shock they experienced on re- 
ceipt of the news of the retreat of tho 
Greek army from Larissa to Pharaslos. 
Newspaper comments aB a rule are more 
hopeful, and are beginning to recognize 
that the situation is not as critical 
as was at first supposed. A detachment 
of 2,000 Giiribaldians has left for 
Epirus, but Ricetti Garibaldi remains to 
organize Italian volunteers," who are con- 
stantly arriving. Colonel ManoB, com- 
mander of the Greek troops operating 
against the Turks in Epirus, is leaving 
Arta, and will resume his march upon 
Janina. , 

Constantinople, April 25.— (Delayed 
in transmission) — News sent from 
Janina, Epirus, by foreign consuls Bhows 
the situation there to be precarious. 
Consuls have barricaded their houses 
and troops have been dispatched from 
Monastiri against mutinous Albanians. 

Rome, April 20.— The Messager to-day 
published ft dispatch from Salonica say- 
ing that the bombardment of that place 
to-day by the Greek fleet is believed 
probable. 

Paris, April 20. — A Berlin correspon- ' 
dent of the Eigaro telegraphs that it is 
officially announced that Greece will 
neither solicit or accept intervention of j 
the powers, anil is preparing to negotiate j 
direct with Turkey. 

London, April 20. — A dispatch from 
Tyronovos Bays it is rumored there that I 
the Crown Prince Constnntine has fled 
to Volo. As this is from Turkish sources 
it should be accepted with reserve. 

LATEST. 

Athens. April 20. — It is reported here 
that the Trikkala has been evacuated, 
and that the Turks are constructing 
temporary forts at Larissa. The latest 
dispatches from Epirus show that the 
Greeks have occupied all the positions 
around Pentepigadia.

Ottawa, April 20. — (Special)— Two 
speeches only were delivered on the 
tariff debate. Sir Richard Cartwright 
is the first minister to explain the gov- 
ernment's position regarding the favor- 
ed nation clauses. He contends that 
Canada being a self-governing colony, she 
is fully independent ; hence in a matter 
of a reciprocal clause there is not likely 
to be interference. Sir Charles Tupper 
in reply, claimed that the government 
bad violated solemn treaty obligations of 
Great Britain, and the billassuredlv will 
be disallowed. Moreover, they had put 
it out of their power to secure prefer- 
ential trade with the Mother Country, 
as they had given away every concession. 

An order-in-cotincil has been passed 
appointing Charles Moss the new judge 
of appeals for Ontario. 

The department of militia recognizes 
the force of object ions that were laid 
down for the selection of men for the 
jubilee battalion that they must have 
certificates of qualification from one of 
the schools of military instruction. Had 
it been insisted upon certain of the best 
men could not have been chosen. Com- 
manding otlicers of different corps asked 
to furnish men have now been notified 
that the order is withdrawn, and they 
can use their own discretion in the mat- 
ter. 

There is sad news for mayors of lead- 
ing Canadian cities who expect knight- 
hood on the occasion of the Queen's 
Jubilee. It is authoratively announced 
that no honors of this class are to be 
conferred, as great difficulty would arise. 
It was felt under the circumstances that 
the best plan to avoid jealousy would be 
to confer titles on no chief magistrate of 
Canadian cities.

Schooner "Mary Taylor" the First 
Sealer to Return From Her 
'97 Cruise. 



H. B. Marvin & Co., the owners of the 
eeaSing schooner Sapphire, got a great 
surprise yesterday in the shape of a tele- 
pram from Alberni announcing the com- 
plete destruction by explosion and lire 
of the vessel and her entire sealing equip- 
ment. The news spread very rapidly 
along the water-front, and there were 
many enquiries for the welfare of Cu.pt. 
Wm. Cox and crew, who manned the 
Bchooner. The telegrams, however, re- 
ported them safe, but did not give many 
additional particulars. These came later 
in the day in a press dispatch, which 
wtated that the vessel's destruction was 
the work of but very few minutes on the 
morning of Friday hist. It was S:.'!0 
o'clock, and the schooner at the time 
-was 20 miles oil' Uclulet. Captain Cox 
and two of the crew were in the hold 
handling some skins, and the only other 
man aboard was asleep in the cabin ; 
all others were out sealing. Capt. Cox 
ivas the lirst to discover the (ire. lie 
■was thunderstruck when going on deck 
and lost no time in notifying the others 
aboard. He saw at an instant, that the 
flames had gained great headway, and 
that they were rapidly reaching the 
powder in the forecastle. All accordingly 
beat a hasty retreat, taking nothius in 
their boats save some clothing. In 
about five minutes afterwards the worst 
expected had come, and the vessel, one 
mass of flame, sent forth an explosion 
that could be heard miles and miles 
away. The crew in some way got 
down to Clayoquot and from there 
conveyed the news of the disaster 
to Alberni to be telegraphed here. How 
the lire originated is not stated, but it is 
supposed that it started somewhere in 
the galley. The Sapphire is one of the 
very largest of the Victoria Bealing fleet, 
her registered tonnage being 100; and 
she is, besides, a craft highly valued by 
her owners. Last year they expended 
in improving her 'nearly fi,000, and at 
this time the vessel was practically re- 
built. She was originally built in Nova 
Scotia, in 18S4, and in the third year fol- 
lowing that date her advent to this 
coast came, with Captain J. G. Cox in 
command. A number of parties were 
then interested in her ownership, but 
the wtock of these subsequently was 
bought over by the above mentioned 
iirw. As a sealer the schooner 
has been one of the moat successful 
rnnning out of port and what her los3 
now means to her owners can hardly be 
estimated. It ia not known exactly 
what number of skins she had aboard at 
1he time of her accident, but report has 
it that she had over 100. Her captain 
was fortunate in sending one shipment 
of liti to Victoria some weeks ago. A 
part of the loss will be covered by in 
finance. Hardly had the full news re- 
«'"ived arrived before Messrs. E. B 
^Marvin had the steamer Tees chartered 
to go down the coast to bring back the 
crew and see what could be saved of the 
vessel. The Tees is expected to return 
this evening. 

THE " MAKY TAYLOE " RETURNS. 
On Sunday the sealing schooner Mary 
Taylor, Capt. W. E. Baker, which was 
reported on the coast last week, returne 
from her annual spring cruise, being the 
lirst of the fleet back in port. She 
as reported, (i02 Bkins. the largest catch 
id any yet heard of. The schooner was 
the first to sail this year, and a big per- 
centage of her catch was obtained oil' the 
Southern California coast, whither she 
went immediately after leaving here 
The sealing season closes on the 30th of 
this month, and it is probable that many 
(i! the fleet will follow the schooner into 
i> M t. Several, however, will stay on the 
coast, an advantage in this being in the 
keeping of the Indian crews under a 
kind of permanent engagement for the 
Bearing sea season. 

ANOTHER 8TEAMEER FOR THE YUKON. 

Moran Brothers Co., of Seattle, have 
concluded a contract with the North 
American Transportation and Trading 
Company for service on the Yukon from 
hi. Michaels up the river, says the Jun- 
eau Mining Record. The steamer is tc 
)>e a sternwheeler, 190 feet long. Tin 
engines will have 20-inch cylinders, witl 
a 7-foot stroke. The machinery will hi 
built at the f mndry, and the lumber for 
the hull and house must be collected and 
prepared for shipment. The contract 
limits Moran Brothers to liO days in net- 
lirjgthe boat ready in Juneau and I" 
days for putting it together at St. 
Michaels. It is probable that the new 
boat will .net. up tlie river this season.

111 Consequence of the Developenient 
of the Province Following Our 
Mineral Discoveries. 



So Says Supt. Hussey in His Annual 
.Report Presented to the 
Legislature. 



The annual report of Mr. K. S. Hussey, 
superintendent of provincial police, was 
presented to the legislature yesterday. 
It states that, the influx of all sorts and 
conditions of peopleconsequent upon the 
mineral discoveries has necessitated th 
appointment of more police officers at 
Rossland, Trail, Revelstoke, Nelson, 
Sandon, Slocau City, Greenwood City, 
Grand Forks and Quesnelle Mouth. But 
during the present year, adds the Super 
intendent, a greater number of con 
stables will be required to meet the exi 
gencies of the situation. He suggested 
that provision be made in the estimate 
for the twelve months ending June 80, 
1898, for 15 additional men. During the 
year under review Supt. Hussey visited 
the interior, especially mining points, 
and reports that law and order were as 
well maintained as could possibly be ex 
pected in a new country , and adds : "The 
magistrates and otlicers in each locality 
appear to use every effort to demonstrate 
to visitors from the American side that 
brent lies of the law in Canada are not 
overlooked or lightly dealt with, and to 
this energetic action in regar 1 to the pre 
vention and detection of crime, and to 
the innate fear of British justice which 
almost all disorderly characters from the 
I'nited States seem to possess, may be 
attributed the orderly and law-abiding 
condition of our mining towns and vil- 
lages. This condition of affairs is fully 
appreciated by Americans who have 
made their homes in this province, and 
are spending a large amount of capital 
in the development of the mining re- 
sources of the province. Expressions of 
satisfaction are frequently heard regard- 
ing the administration of justice, and 
the protection afforded to individuals in 
British Columbia." The force at pre 
sent consisls of the superintendent, ser 
geant and 78 constables, besides which 
specials are constantly employed. The 
conduct of these men has, with one or 
two exceptions, been very good.

A FACTIOUS OPPOSITION. 

Rarely lma a more unreasonable or 
disgracefully factious opposition been 
exhibited in a legislative assembly 
than is beiui: shown in that of 
this Province towards the railway 
policy of the government. It has 
not succeeded so far, and it will not suc- 
ceed so far as the few expiring kicks of a 
moribund faction are concerned ; but the 
venom of the motive is apparent and 
■wholly discreditable to those whom it 
animates. The government decided up- 
on a railway pjjlioy. It did not extend 
as far as some of the friends of 
the government wished, but it em- 
braced as much as a majority of 
the legislature seemed willing to 
concede, and doubtless in point of fact 
goes as far as the government was war- 
ranted in asking the house to grant at 
this time. It was predicated upon the 
position that in the railway develop- 
ment of the Province both the 
Provincial and the Federal governments 
ought to assist. It was fought through 
the house on principle, and the principle 
was affirmed. This having been accom- 
plished it straightway became the duty 
of the opposition to cease from their at- 
tacks upon the measure and use their best 
ell'orts to make it a success. Lwyal men 
would have done this ; broad-minded men 
would have done it ; men fitted (or the 
responsibilities of legislation would have 
done it. But, with a very few excep- 
tions, the members of the opposition are 
neither loyal, broad-minded, nor litted 
for the responsibilities of legislation. 
They are fit for nothing but to peck and 
carp at the government. They are ae- 
tata to discover little tricks that annoy, 
while accomplishing nothing. Their 
hostility is easily accounted for. They 
know that the Federal government is at 
this time considering bow it shall sup- 
plement what the Provincial legislature 
has done. They know that if a plan of 
doing this can be reached, a 
period of active railway construction 
will be begun this year and 
every industrial interest in the Province 
will be thereby promoted. This would 
redound to the credit of the local govern- 
ment, and it is for this reason and this 
only that the opposition hope to thwart 
the ministerial policy. The subsidy bill 
has passed, but not until an amendment 
was inserted that may delay the build 
ing of tho Penticton- Boundary road 
It is now sought to cripple the Coast- 
Cariboo road. They are fighting the 
Cassiar railway. They do this not be- 
en use they hope to succeed in the house, 
but because they hope they will 
frustrate any eH'orle which may be made 
at Ottawa to secure recognition of the 
just claims of this Province. They know 
tiiat it will militate against the presen- 
tation of those claims somewhat if it is 
made to appear that there is local oppo- 
sition to the projects for which aid has 
been asked. 

We have spoken of the opposition as a 
whole in this connection, hut more for 
convenience than anything else, for wo 
are yet unconvinced that none of the 
gentlemen on . that ^ide the house 
will rise to an appreciation of their 
duty and strengthen the hands of the 
government when it shall ask recog- 
nition at Ottawa by withdrawing their 
opposition to the carrying out of a policy 
the principles of which the house has 
approved and the whole country has en- 
dorsed. 



THE NILE EXPEDITION. 

Conflicting reports have been received 
from the Nile Valley, but they ail agree 
on one point, namely, that the Anglo- 
Kgyptian expedition must go ns far as 
Khartoum. At present the need of a 
railway to forward supplies from the 
base of operations delays the) advance, 
but work of construction iB proceeding 
rapidly and it is hoped that by fall • the 
line will be completed to Abu Hamed, 
from which point navigation is uninter- 
rupted up to and beyond Khartoum. 
What tho Khalifa is doing appears to he 
open to doubt. One report sayB that he 
bas abandoned both Khartoum and 
Omdurmrin ; another is to the effect that 
lie is still there, but, taking warning by 
the fate of Dongola, has entrenched his 
troops at some distance from the river, 
so as to bo safe from the gunhoata. It 
will bo remembered that the great sue 
cess of tho operations, which led to the 
capture of Dongola, was due in a 
largo measure to the work of tho gun- 
boats. The quality of the Egyptian sol- 
diery, that iB tho Fellaheen regiments, in 
an engagement unsupported by a flotilla 



haB yet to be tested. They have proved 
themselves to be much better soldiers 
than was expected, but whether they are 
equal to a prolonged battle and the carry- 
ing of a position by assault remains to 
be seen. The black soldiers who have 
been enrolled in the Egyptian army are 
superb lighters. There is no mistaking 
their capacity for any Bort of campaign 
work. They are remarkably amenable 
to discipline, and, when well led, will go 
anywhere and attempt anything. The 
only difficulty about them is that there 
is not enough of thorn. They are no- 
thing else but figbterB, knowing or car- 
ing for no other life. They are expen- 
sive fellpws to maintain, for their wives 
go with them and bring up their families 
in the 1 camp, or rather immediately in 
the rear of it. These families furnish 
most of the recruits to tho black regi- 
ments. If General Kitchener had enough 
of these soldiers, the conquest of the 
Soudan would be the work of a summer 
holiday, but as it is, tho general opinion 
is that he will bavo to be reinforced by 
at least 5,000 regular British troops or 
Sikhs and Goorkas from India before he 
will be in a position to smash tho Kalifa 
for good. 

A report is in circulation that the 
French have pushed an expedition 
through to the Upper Xile with tho view 
of cutting off tho British advance, and 
preventing the extension of British ter- 
ritory from Southern Egypt to the Cape. 
For two or three years desultory reports 
of such an expedition, which was said 
to be going in by way of Lake Tchad, 
have been published ; but no one seems 
to be quite sure that it has any exist- 
ence, and the story now told about its 
having reached tho Xile may be the in- 
vention of some correspondent. It is 
stated in the dispatches more as a sug- 
gestion than as a fact. It is to be re- 
membered in this connection that the 
chain of Soudanese states extending 
from the Niger to the Nile are of some 
political importance, and would probably 
not recogni/.e the suzerainty of France 
simply because a French expedition had 
traversed their territory. Reports from 
the Upper Nile valley are to the effect 
that the advance of the Anglo- Egyptian 
force is awaited by the people with much 
anxiety, for they will welcome anything 
that will relieve them from the' yoke of 
the Khalifa. 



Tm: first sixty miles of the proposed 
Coast-Kootenay railway will pass 
through one of the finest agricultural 
sections of tho Province. Perhaps, all 
things considered, it may bo said to be 
the best farming section. Certainly no- 
where else in British Columbia, and in 
very few, if any, places in the Pacific 
Northwest, can an area of fully 100,000 
acres be found, so much of which is of 
the very highest quality. Very much of 
this land is now held in large tracts, but 
our information regarding it and our 
knowledge of conditions prevailing else- 
where suggest that, taking it altogether, 
it could be used to best advantage if it 
were divided up into small holdings, say 
an average of -10 acres, and this is likely 
to be the manner in which it will be 
ultimately dealt with. As a basis of cal- 
culation let us assume it to be so divid- 
ed. This would give 10,000 farms and 
a resident farming population of more 
than 50,000 people. This would call for 
an urban population, meaning thereby 
the people who would reside in towns, 
villages and hamlets, who would be en- 
gaged in the various mechanical, mer- 
cantile, transportation and professional 
occupations needed by such a commu- 
nity, of fully 25,000, thus making an ap- 
proximate population for this small por- 
tion of the Province of 75,000. This is a 
matter of very great interest, and must | 
play an important part in bringing about 
the early construction of the railway 
mentioned. The whole line, in fact, ex- 
cept the 35 or iO miles through the i 
mountains, will support population en- 
gaged in other industries than mining. 
Fven the mountain section has been de- 
scribed by Mr. Harper, who rode on 
horseback through from Hope to Simil- 
kimeen in LSI52, as possessing many dis- 
tricts admirably adapted tor sheep and 
cattle raising. Fast of the mountains it 
is generally known that extensive fertile 
valleys aro found, and that climatic con- 
ditions prevail that arc highly favorable 
to all kinds of farming. 



Mr. Tarte will make a great mistake if 
he does not enquire very fully into the 
matter before accepting the resignation. 
There is a local grit coterie hero who 
have their knives out for every Conserv- 
ative in office, and if the Minister of Pub- 
lic WorkB plays into their hands he will 
do the public service an injury. Mr. 
G.unblo must have some good cause for 
the step ho has taken, and Mr. Tarte 
cannot all'ord not to'fflVeatigate it. As 
for the removal of the office from Vic- 
toria, it is not a very great matter of it- 
self, but no good reason can be given for 
tho change. If it has been done for the 
purpose of making Mr. Gamble resign, 
it is a very small piece oE business, but 
quite worthy of those who seem to have 
tho ear of the ministry in the matter of 
patronage. 

It is said that $1,500 are being sent 
out of the Province every day for butter. 
This is a romarkable state of thingB in 
view of tho exceptionally favorable con- 
ditions for dairying existing here. This 
is over half a million dollars a year. All 
this money and more, too, might be 
saved if our ranchers would either by 
oo-operation or otherwise discover 
how to supply the home market 
with butter. It is idle to say that 
it does not pay to make butter. Good 
butter will readily soli all the year round 
for 25 cents a pound. It would proba- 
bly bring more than this, but we want 
to be on tho safe side by naming a figure 
which would not be much, if any, cut 
by importations from California. It 
would not pay to make ten pounds of 
butter a week and spend a day with a 
team in marketing it; hut it would pay 
handsomely to establish co-operative 
dairies and manufacture butter at this 
figure. But it is not only the profit on 
the dairying that would make this line 
of action advantageous to the ranchers. 
The by-products of dairy farming are 
sometimes as valuable as the direct out- 
put. We urge this question upon the 
attention of Colonist readers and invito 
them to nseour columns freely to dis- 
cuss it. Wo feel safe in Baying that if 
tho ranchers of this Province would 
make an efi'ort to Bupply the home de- 
mand for butter, the sales of this com- 
modity and of the other products which 
would result from an increase in dairy 
funning would before the expiration of 
two years add more than half a million 
dollars to their income. "There's mil- 
lions in it."

THE HALIBUT FISHERY. 

Tho halibut fishera on the British Col- 
umbia coast are in a quandary. If they 
fish under the American flag they are 
warned ofi'hy the Canadian cruisers. If 
they fly the Canadian flag the American 
tariff shuts them out of the only profit- 
able market.--The Toronto Globe. 

THE 1). C. SOUTHERN 8UI1SIDV. 

The distance from the summit of the 
Crow's Nest. Pass, the eastern limit of 
this province, to Nelson, is estimated at 
235 miles, and from that city, approxi- 
mately, to the coaBt the distance is -100 
miles. The land Bubsidy, however, ex- 
tends to but 175 miles of the line in 
Kootonay, giving a total of 3,500,000 
acres. Between these figures and those 
quoted by Eastern, as well as our own 
provincial newspapers, and some of our 
representative men, there is a wide dif- 
ference. The estimated workable coal 
hinds aro placed at 30,000 acres only, 
none of which can bo sold until the rail- 
way is built and in operation. Of these 
some 10,000 acres were sold by the gov- 
ernment in 1880 to the Crow's Nest Coal 
Company and are not included in the 
railway lands. All the coal to be mined 
in East Kootonay is subjected to a roy- 
alty of 5c. per ton, which, it is estimated, 
will yield a handsome revenue to the 
province. — Vancouver World. 

NELSON AND FORT SHEPI'ARD LANDS. 

Every fair-minded man will admit 
that the railroad company has earned its 
bonus. It has opened up n tract of coun- 
try which at the time of its construction 
did not contain a single producing mine 
and whose total population did not ex- 
ceed 200. The land was then valueless. 
Nobody would have given the railroad 
company so small a sum as if 50, 000 for 
its entire land grant, even two years 
after the railroad was built. Now that 
it has become valuable, a lot of land 
sharks, who did not contribute one iota 
to the development of the country, are 
trying to work up an agitation to beat 
the railroad company out of it. We do 
not believe they have the sympathies of 
the people of Rosaland.— Roseland 
Miner.

Office of the Resident Dominion Engineer 
Moved to Westminster— Mr. Gamble 
Resigns. 

Mr. F. C. Gamble, who for the past 
sixteen or eighteen years has filled the 
important position of resident engineer 
of the Dominion public works depart- 
ment, looking after every phase 
of the work with the care 
and good judgment of skill and ex- 
perience, has handed in his resignation. 
His resignation takes effect on Juno 30, 
and with it conies also the startling in- 
formation that the Dominion govern- 
ment had decided to take away from 
Victoria and place at Westminster the 
office of the local engineer. This change 
has been ordered to take effect at the 
end of June. Why this is being done 
Mr. Gamble is not inclined to say 
nor why he had decided to send in his 
resignation. His successor is Mr. Jos. 
R. Roy, of Montreal, who, as will be re- 
membered, was sent out to the coast by 
the Dominion government to survey the 
Fraser river for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing if it is possible to prevent the yearly 
inundations of the farm lands of the 
valley.

It will perhaps bo more advisable still 
to ask that most urbane, gallant and 
polite man, Mr. Laurier, to be sure to 
put into the Dominion Act a section 
giving the right to the women of British 
Columbia, or at all events two thousand 
four hundred and ten of them, to go with 
their husbands and brothers to the polls 
and thus celebrate Her Majesty's Dia- 
mond Jubilee instead of sending soldiers 
as a tribute to Her Majesty, " and so say- 
by their legislation, whatever thewomen 
of the rest of Canada may be, 
the women of British Columbia are suf- 
ficiently intelligent and capable, and 
ought, to he allowed to use the fran- 
chise!" Notwithstanding the frightful 
thraldom of the L',110 women — probably 
of hot-house growth — the remainder, 
more sturdy, seem very well to 
do, very happy, beloved and hon- 
ored, the pride and glory of oui 
country, whether at homo or abroad. 
That the reigu ot Her Majesty bus been 
great and glorious; that the people have 
progressed; that the disabilities of 
women have been removed, and num- 
berless other discoveries made and 
utilized is patent to, all. " Thy choicest 
gifts in store, on her be pleased to 
pour, long may she reign." Doubtless 
commerce has increased amazingly, but, 
please, to whom is all this owing - to 
wise men, the advisers of the crown. 
Why does M. G. instance Hanover as 
non-progressive? Take Germany — there, 
a man, an Emperor reigns. Has not her 
progress been wonderful? Take Russia 
— a man rules there also, is she at a 
standstill ? Take Japan— a rapidly ris- 
ing— but this is tabooed! In all these 
instances it matters not who may be 
on the throne, the progress is in a great 
measure attributable to wise men. Say 
what you please, men rule the world, and 
will continue to do so — it is their 
sphere. Rely on it, men ever have been, 
are and will continue to be the best 
friends, the protectors, the lovers of 
women whilst nature holds her sway. 
Whatever will benefit the country and 
women, will come, but let me ask what 
benefit will accrue to the country by the 
enfranchisement of women? Whatben- 
fit will arise by bartering — giving away 
great value for the sake of " a graceful 
compliment." To give hospitals or other 
momimen's is a mere matter of money, 
which con be regained and yet the mon- 
uments continue ; but once give away 
the franchise to women, it cannot be re- 
covered, It is better to suMVr 
the ills we hear than fly to others 
we know not of. The clergy, 
very exclusive as to their own domain of 
man rule, seem to favor woman Btid'rage, 
for they kauw themselves to be worship- 
ped, and so will have an undue influence 
over their devotees at elections. By this 
means their rule would he ex landed — 
civil and religious' liberty endangered, 
Government is comparatively very little 
concerned with education. This has 
bean lianded over in a great meaaura to 
boardf, ol which women do form 
it part, and whoso recommendations 
.ire attended lo by the legislature. 
But, The woolen's pi-i i: ion gives this very 
augmatical praise, " thai no evil effects 
seem to have followed the granting ol 
school fiiffrage to properly qualified 
women.'' I'crhaps they might as well 
have added " as yet," for the granting of 
the suffrage to women, whether in New 
Zealand or any « here cite, is un experi- 
ment. Time, perhaps a long time, will 
elapse before the effects thereof, whether 
gO'id or had, will become prominent. It 
is very improbable that the two thous 
ami four hundred and ten women— pre 1 
-numbly collected not from Victoria only 
—but the whole of British Columbia, 
can he more wise than the millions of 
women elsewhere. J. S. II.

There has just been added to the 
royal navy a ship which is the largest 
and most powerful alloat, and well 
named the Powerful, of 14, 200 tons. Her 
only rival is her sister ship, the Terrible. 
Both are similar in all respects. The 
nearest approach to these two great ships 
are tho Italian Lepanto, lo,852 tons, 
which iB lightly armored, and is vari- 
ously described ns a battle ship or an 
armored cruiser. The Russian Ruvik, 
10,'JOO tons, and the Russia, 12,200 
tons, which, at present, is Btuck in the 
Band at Cronstadt, and haB not passed 
her steam trials. Russia iB meditating 
one, if not two, 14,000-ton cruisers. The 
French have begun the armored cruiser 
Jeanne D'Arc, of 11,000 tons; and the 
German Leipzig (Ersatz), 11,000 tons, is 
making good progress, but for the (ire- 
sent our two new cruisers are unrivalled. 
Like the newer shipa of the Royal Navy, 
they are extremely handsome in appear- 
ance. The days of the Bquat ships, 
which old salts disgustedly termed " tea 
kettles," are over. The Powerful is 500 
feet between perpendiculars, and 
has an over-all length of 538 feet 
—getting on for 200 yards. She is 
71 feet in beam and when at 
her normal draught draws 27 feet. 
Looking at the Powerful broadside on, 
she represents a surface of over 500 feet 
long by 40 feet wide. She has the ap- 
pearance of being flush decked. The 
stem is "ram" shaped, and the stern 
projects boyond the perpendicular like 
a rain-stem all out of the water. Well 
forward is the conning tower, heavily 
armored, above which are the bridge, 
chart house, etc. Just aft is the fore- 
mast, 170 feet high, with two military 
tops. Then come the four huge funnels, 



lbs., nearly four tons. The pr_ 
work inwards; and at 16,000 i.h.p., one 
revolution of the screw drives the ship 
20 feet at a cost of one penny. Alto- 
gether, the Powerful well deserves her 
name, and will worthily uphold the hon- 
or of the flag. Long may it be before 
she is called" upon to prove herself in 
deadly earnest upon her enemies.— Ex- 
change.

The prohibition plebiscite, it u now 
stated, will be in effect a prohibitory 
law supposing the majority of the people 
declare themselves in favor of it. The 
newspaper organs of the government 
intimate that the falling oil' in revenue 
amounting to seven or eight million 
dollars, which the adoption of pro- 
hibition would involve, will be met by a 
direct tax of .$1.50 per head. At the 
verv outset, therefore, the people are to 
be made to realize, that is, the advocates 
of prohibition as well as those opposed 
to it, that all classes of the community 
must pay the bill. Direct taxation lias 
long been talked of, but this is the first 
time in which it has been seriously sug- 
gested as a federal tax. It is absurd 
however, to suppose that the govern 
mont could run the business of the coun- 
try with the present revenue reduced by 
seven or eight million. It has been sug 
gested that the liquor tax might be col 
lected by the municipal authorities, 
each municipality to remit to its pro- 
vincial government, which would retain 
the monev. The federal authorities 
would deduct the amount from the 
annual subsidy.

" Although we live at the extreme 
western limits of your Majesty's domin- 
ions, we yield to none in loyalty and de- 
votion to your Majesty, and we rejoice 
that the name of our city, being that of 
our beloved Queen, will bo a perpetual 
reminder to its citizens of the most 
glorious era in British history. 

" In comparing the condition of the 
British Empire now, with what it was 
when your Majesty ascended the throne, 
we feel that the thanks of all your Ma- 
jesty's loving subjects are due for the 
noble example of your Majesty's life, 
and the policy of your Majesty's govern- 
ment, the benign influence of which has 
been diffused to the remotest bounda- 
ries of the Empire, and has ever tended 
to promote the highest interests and the 
material welfare of all your Majesty's 
subjects. 

" To this cause we attribute the Em- 
pire's continued progress and prosperity 
throughout Your Majesty's prolonged 
reitrn, and the proud position it occupies 
to-day among the nations of .the world. 

" We trust that Your Majesty may be 
long spared to be our Queen, and pray 
that the Almighty may be pleased to 
bless the remainder of Your Majesty's 
reign with peace, happiness and pros- 
perity." 

In a letter from Ottawa Lt.-Col. Prior, 
M. P., acknowledged the receipt of the 
council's resolution re Darcy island leper 
station, passed a few weeks ago, asking 
for government aid ; and from the sec- 
retary of tli e Fruit Grower's Association 
came a reply accepting the offer of the 
council in respect to the use of the rooms 
in the market hall, both favors being re- 
ceived and filed. 

John Teague called attention to the 
sidewalk on Wharf street, and complain- 
imr of a fence that had been erected by 
the street inspector, and this matter 
went to the street committee and engineer 
with power to act. 

Mr. Salt favored the board with a com- 
munication quite unique in its way, and 
complaining that he was still out of 
work, although sing e men had work all 
the time at the corporation's expense. 
He asked that in default of having bis 
fare paid out of the country he be 
allowed to belt) himself from some shop- 
keeper's window. Not only will the 
writer consult His Honor the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor in the premises, but Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain will, in view of the 
Jubileeyear,be complained to if the 
praver of this petition be not granted. 

Most of the aldermen expressed 
sympathy with the hard position of Mr. 
salt, but as Aid. Hall stated, the city 
unfortunately is not a charitable insti- 
tution, however much the aldermen 
may be inclined io help the needy. Aid. 
Hail's motion to file found no 
seconder, and Aid. Vigelins moved that 
the Btreet committee look into the 
matter, upon which Aid. Harrison rose 
to make some remarks, w hen Aid. Part- 
ridge called the latter to order, and here 
arose considerable irregular discussion 
as to who was in order and who was not, 
Aid. Partridge claiming that he bad the 
floor, and Mayor Iiedfern had to insist 
upon his taking his seat, which lie did. 
at the same- time insisting that his wor- 
ship was wrong. Aid. Wilson seconded 
Aid. Vigelius' motion, and the matter 
was referred to the street committee. 

In a "letter without prejudice" 
Messrs. Walkely, King A Casey through 
their lawyers wrote to say that it was 
not their intention to do anything fur- 
ther in connection with the works atKlk 



lake, and also referring to the change 
which was made in the manner of carry- 
ing out the works, and stating that the 
change in question was made in compli- 
ance with the instruction of the engi- 
neer. Mr. Walkeley repudiated certain 
remarks of his, which he understood his 
worship had reported to the council, at 
the same time giving it as Ills (Mr. 
Walkeley 'a) -idea, that the mayor had 
got a wrong impression of what had been 
intended. This matter was laid on the 
table, as the board thought it would be 
advisable to hold a special meeting to 
look into the question, while the mayor 
intimated that counsel opinion 
would, first of all, be in order. 
The water commissioner and purchasing 
agent reported recommending that tho 
contract for meters be awarded to Messrs, 
Spratt & Gray at $1,150 for the lot, and 
that the supply of the required brass 
goodB be awarded to J. H. Warner tor 
the sum of *930. Adopted. 

Tho water commissioner also reported 
in favor of laying certain water pipes on 
Superior street during next month, 
which will be acted upon. 

The fire chief forwarded an oiler re- 
ceived from the municipality of Rich- 
mond for the purchase of the old Tiger 
fire engine for the sum of $500. provided 
eight feet of hose and two feed pipes, 
together with sundry spanners, etc., he 
thrown in. As these additional proper- 
ties will cost but little the board agreed 
to accept the offer, 

A petition to the Governor-General 
was then read from the people of all the 
provinces of the broad nonunion (re- 
cited at full length ) to the end that the 
Royal Artillery band be allowed to visit 
Canada during the jubilee year, and 
pointing out the immense increase of 
loyalty which would undoubtedly result 
from their visit.
